The particulars ot the young man's trans- 
actions were given in this paper at the 
time, some three or four weeks ago. It 
will be recalled that he styled himself Dr. 
Cornwell and was selling medicine, and 
that he passed worthless drafts on R. K. 
All80p,also at his boarding place and at 
Christie &Co.'s store. He got out of town 
and was arrested by Sheriff Bldridge at 
SimEbury, Conn., after a hard chase and 
brought back for trial. 
Two continu- 


ances were granted by Judge Danforth, 
and the young man's father, W. H. Corn- 
well of Deposit, N, Y.. who appeared as 
his counsel, asked for another Thursday, 
but Judge Danforth thought time had 
been given to prepare for trial and de- 
cided to hear the evidence. 


Harry Hosenberger, manager of Christie 


& Co.'a store in this town, testified that 
Cornwell indorsed tbe draft he pissed at 
the store. Miss Kate Manning, a clerk, 
was the one who accepted it. She testi- 
fied tbat Cornwell bought a cape for bis 
wife for |7, paid for it with a draft of ?11 
and took the difference in cash. 


B. S. Allsop testified that he cashed 


what Mr. Cornwell called a check for 
$7.85 which proved worthless. He bad 
previously caahed a check for him which 
was all right, 


The drafts were presented at the Wil- 


iiamstown National baiik and sent to 
New York for collection, but were re- 
turned as worthless. One of tho "drafts 
used in evidence was ostensibly made by 
R. H. George & Co., of New York city 
and the other by a Mr. Muntord of V^al- 
ton, N. Y. 


Lawyer Cornwell cross-examined tbe 


witnesses without shaking their evidence 
in the least. There were two complaints, 
one charging: forgery and the other fraud. 
When the evidence was closed .Lawyer 
Cornwell asked for the discharge of his 
son and client oil the ground that there 
was no evidence to sustain the complaints. 
He said that it would be a great injustice 
to hold the defendant on such evidence 
and asked Judge Danforth to deal with 
hla son as he would have bis own aon 
dealt with if similarly situated. 


C. M. Smith, who couducted the case 


for the commonwealth, thought the evi- 
dence submitted warranted tbe court in 
holding the accused for the grand jury. 
He had shown strong indications of forg- 
ery and, clearly connected yoting Corn- 
well with the passing of the bogus draft. 


Cornwell, who has been in jail since 


May 12, was held in $500 bonds on each 
complaint for the July grand jury and 
was taken bock to jail in default of sure- 
ties by Sheriff O'Brien of Adama, who was 
present at the hearing. Cornwell passed 
one of his bogus checks on Landlord 
Arthur Blush of Cheshire and Sheriff 
O'Brien was prepared to arrest him in 
case he had not been held by the court.

With precipitate haete every member of 
the special guards, and the Pashas on foot 
and mounted closed at»oat the carriage, 
and followed their Sultan to the palace. 
The Sultan had prayed, the people dis- 
persed. Ent he prayed alone. He played 
in fear. In his face we saw no mellow 
shades of tenderness, no high ideals of 
magnanimous beucvo ence such as our 
own great rulers, as Lincoln, evinced. He 
is pale, cold, calculating, but evidently a 
man of force and farsightedness. He has 
been referred to in print as "the sick 
man." But to those who secure a fair 
view of the great empire of the Turk, 
from Cairo to Jerusalem, Damascus And 
Constantinople, and see what we have 
aaen,of the extent of the empire, zealot 
the subjects, multitude of men to be com- 
manded, and the well-drilled soldiers 
there IB not the feeling that the Sutan is 
to be so easily overthrown. He is a lively 
corpse. His city is not clean It is not 
kept in repair. Multitudes of the people 
are loathsome. But the city is still the 
priie that it ever has been. Who holds it 
will not soon release it. So much more 
shamerul then appear the cruel atrocities 
against the Armenians and Greeks The 
Turk is unworthy the glories of such a 
city and such possibilities.
